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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments advanced by the Applicant is not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues, "any prima facie case of obviousness has been rebutted by a showing of superior or unexpected results." The Examiner 
has carefully reviewed Examples 1 and 2 and the comparative example in the specification as the Applicant has pointed out. However, the 
showing of unexpected or superior results is not convincing because the combination of references (Le Peltier and FR) dislcoses the 
claimed invention and, therefore, it would have been expected that the combined references would have yielded superior results over a 
dehydrogenation process without an inert diluent material such as steatite. Moreover, the FR reference gives a strong motiviation to 
employ a steatite in a dehydrogenation of alkanes to the corresponding alkenes; steatite reduces the formation of hot spots along the 
catalyst bed in an isothermal dehydrogenation process (page 6, lines 8-14). 

Applicant further argues that "FR only shows isobutane to isobutene conversions in the 4.2 to 16.1% range (abstract)". The argument is 
not persuasive because FR does not use the same platinum catalyst as shown in the Applicant's showings. Also, it should be noted that 
FR was relied upon for its teaching of using a diluent such as steatite or any other inert material of low surface area in the dehydrogenation 
process. 

In conclusion, Applicant's showing of superior results does not rebut a prima facie case of obviousness established by the Examiner for the 
reasons as set forth above. 
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
